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Before the year 1805, Exhibitions in annual succession were unknown in Ireland. The Professors 
of the fine Arts had no permanent bond to unite them, nor place for the Exhibition of their works. 
These wants were supplied in the year 1824.—first; by the Charter of his late Most Gracious Majesty 
George IV. to the ROYAL HIBERNIAN ACADEMY; and; secondly, by the munificence and 
public spirit of one of its own Members,— Francis Johnston, Esq., who provided the Professors 
with an Academy House and suitable Galleries for Exhibition, worthy the rank of a Royal Establishment. 

A Gallery for the reception of Antique Statues and Modern Works of Sculpture being still wanting, 
was supplied in 1830, by Mrs. Johnston, widow of the late President, Francis Johnston, Esq., 
who having purchased ground adjoining, erected thereon a very appropriate additional Edifice, and 
presented it gratuitously to the Members of the Institution*.

Before the year 1805, Exhibitions in annual succession were unknown in Ireland. The Professors 
of the fine Arts had no permanent bond to unite them, nor place for the Exhibition of their works. 
These wants were supplied in the year 1824.—first, by the Charter of his late Most Gracious Majesty 
GEORGE IV. to the ROYAL HIBERNIAN ACADEMY; and, secondly, by the munificence and 
public spirit of one of its own Members,— Francis Johnston, Esq., who provided the Professors 
with an Academy House and suitable Galleries for Exhibition, worthy the rank of a Royal Establishment. 

A Gallery for the reception of Antique Statues and Modern Works of Sculpture being still wanting, 
was supplied in 1830, by Mrs. Johnston, widow of the late President, Francis Johnston, Esq., 
who having purchased ground adjoining, erected thereon a very appropriate additional Edifice, and 
presented it gratuitously to the Members of the Institution.

They must be addressed to the Secretary, and accompanied with a Note describing them as they 
are meant to be inserted in the Catalogue, with the address of the Artist. A card label, descriptive 
of the subject must also be attached to the ring of each frame, giving the name of the Artist, and 
the Number (if there be more than one), to which it refers in his list: particular accuracy is requested 
in this respect. No advertisement, unnecessary quotation, or narrative can be admitted. 

The Frames of Miniatures, whose greatest dimensions are six inches, must not exceed two inches 
in width and one inch in depth ; and must not, in any case, exceed two inches and a half in width and 
one inch in depth. 

No Pictures will be received except in gift frames. 

No Works which have already been publicly exhibited—no Copies of any kind (except Paintings in 
Enamel, and Impressions from unpublished Medals, in which cases the Name of the Original Designer 
must be specified)—no Drawing without Back-ground (excepting Architectural Designs,) can be 
received. 

All Works sent to the Royal Hibernian Academy for Exhibition, are submitted to the approval or 
rejection of the Council, whose decision is final, and may be ascertained by application at the Academy in 
the week after they have been left there.

44 The remarkably fine Bells of Limerick Cathedral were originally brought 
from Italy; they had been manufactured by a young native, (whose name tra¬ 
dition has not preserved,) and finished after the toil of many years; and 
he prided himself upon his work. They were subsequently purchased by 
the prior of a neighbouring convent; and with the profits of this sale, the 
young Italian procured a little villa, where he had the pleasure of hearing the 
tolling of his bells from the convent cliff, and growing old in the bosom of 



domestic happiness. This, however, was not to continue. In some of these 
broils, whether civil or foreign, which are the undying worm of a fallen land, 
the Italian was a sufferer amongst the many. He lost his all; and, after 
the passing of the storm, found himself preserved alone amid the wreck of 
fortune, friends, family, and home. The convent, in which the bells were 
hung, was razed to the earth, and these last carried away into another land. 
The owner, haunted by his memories, and deserted by his hopes, became a 
wanderer over Europe. His hair grew gray, and his heart withered before 
he again found a home or a friend. In this desolation of spirit he formed 
the resolution of seeking the place to which those treasures of his memory 
had been finally borne. He sailed for Ireland * * * proceeded up the 
Shannon ; the vessel anchored in the pool near Limerick : and he hired a 
small boat for the purpose of landing. The city was now before him ; and 
he beheld St. Mary’s steeple, lifting its turreted head above the smoke and 
mist of the old town. He sat in the stern, and looked fondly towards it. 
It was an evening so calm and beautiful as to remind him of his own native 
skies in the sweetest time of the year — the death of the spring. The broad 
stream appeared like one smooth mirror, and the little vessel glided through it 
with almost a noiseless expedition. On a sudden, amid the general stillness, 
the bells tolled from the cathedral; the rowers rested on their oars, and the 
vessel went forwards with the impulse it had received. The old Italian 
looked towards the city, crossed his arms on his breast, and lay back in his 
seat; home, happiness, early recollections, friends, family were all in the 
sound, and went with it to his heart. When the rowers looked round, they 
beheld him with his face still turned towards the cathedral, but his eyes 
were closed; and when they landed they found him dead. The excitement 
of his feelings had been too much for his already weakened and decaying 
frame.”

The Professors 
of the fine Arts had no permanent bond to unite them,, nor place for the Exhibition of their works. 
These wants were supplied in the year 1824.—firsts by the Charter of his late Most Gracious Majesty 
GEORGE IV. to the ROYAL HIBERNIAN ACADEMY; and, secondly, by the munificence and 
public spirit of one of its own Members,— Francis Johnston, Esq., who provided the Professors 
with an Academy House and suitable Galleries for Exhibition, worthy the rank of a Royal Establishment. 

A Gallery for the reception of Antique Statues and Modern Works of Sculpture being still wanting, 
was supplied in 1830, by Mrs. Johnston, widow of the late President, Francis Johnston, Esq., 
who having purchased ground adjoining, erected thereon a very appropriate additional Edifice, and 
presented it gratuitously to the Members of the Institution.

The Frames of Miniatures, whose greatest dimensions are six inches, must not exceed two inches 
in width and one inch in depth; and must not, in any case, exceed two inches and a half in width and 
one inch in depth.

No Works which have already been publicly exhibited—no Copies of any kind (except Paintings in 
Enamel, and Impressions from unpublished Medals, in which cases the Name of the Original Designer 
must be specified)—no Drawing without Back-ground (excepting Architectural Designs,) can be 
received.

“ This is a spot which was long the abode of the piety, art, and learning 
of remote times, and we may add that, in its present deserted and ruined 
state, it is a scene of the deepest and most solemn character; and the 
mind must, indeed, be dull and earthly in which it fails to awaken feelings 
of touching and permanent interest. We are among the dead only; and 
we are forced, as it were, to converse with the men of other days. Silence 
and solitude, the most profound, are impressed on all its time-worn fea¬ 
tures. In all our frequent visits to these ruins we never saw a living human 
being among them but once. It was during a terrific thunder-storm, 
which obliged us to seek shelter behind one of the stone crosses for an 
hour. The rain poured down in impetuous torrents, and the clouds were 
so black as to give day the appearance of night. It was at such an awful 
hour that a woman, of middle age, finely formed, and of noble counten¬ 
ance, entered the cemetery, and, regardless of the storm around, flung 
herself down upon a grave, and commenced singing an Irish lamentation 
in tones of heart-rending melancholy and surpassing beauty. This wail 
she carried on as long as we remained; and her voice coming on the 
ear between the thunder-peals, had an effect singularly wild and unearthly. 
This poor creature's history was a sad one; she was slightly crazed in 
consequence of the death of her only son who had been drowned."
